St. Petersburg, "Oct. 14—Reports from the front today show that both 


sides are lighting the battle with complete disregard of life. Positions nave 
been taken, lost, and retaken six and eight times daily at terrible Ipi.s. The 
Russian official reports admit the capture of several guns. 
General Kuro- 


patkin in a report ou the battle of Yen Tai up to 1 p. in. yesterday says: 


"Two regiments on cur right fia|k lost heavily. 
A bngade comman- 


der was wounded and a colonel killed. The brigade retired, leaving the artil- 
'icry behind, Out afterward returned and regained the guns, after a desperate 
assault, with the exception of 16, captured by the Japanese. 
During the 


final issue of the battle Wednesday tills flank was unsuccessful ou account 
of the Japanese night atta'ck. Our troops were not only compelled to leave 
their positions, but also lost the guns which had been recovered from tne Jap- 
anese. We retired to positions where a new front was prepared on Shahke

St. Petersburg. Oct. 14—Dispatches received this afternoon give further 


details of the losses nf suns, as reported in General Kuropatkin's early tils- 
patch. These dispatches are not official: It is stated that on Wednesday: on 
the Russian right Hank, two regiments lost about 1500 men, one brigade 
general being wounded and the commander of one of the 
regiments killed. 


All the artillery was abandoned but in the afternoon under the command at 
(iol. Ivanoki the brigade after a hot fight regained some of the guns, 36 re- 
maining in the hands of the Japanese. 


On Wednesday night the Japanese attacked so fiercely that the Russians 


were forced to give way and abandon all their artillery, consisting of 76 
guns. The Russians retreated to the Shahka river. 


RUSSIAN ATTACKS ALL REPULSED. 


London, Oct. 3"—Earo* Hayashi, the Japanese minister, this morning is- 


sued this report from Field Marshal Oyama, confirming the press reports of 
the fighting near Mukden:

fighting and heavy losses character- 
ized the engagements of Wednesday 
and Thursday. He says: 


"According to reports and to my 


own observations the fighting v.-as 
most desperate. 
We repulsed numer- 


ous Japanese attacks and ourselves 
assumed the offensive. The heroic de- 
fense of its advance position by the 
Tomsk regiments especially is deserv- 
ing of mention. During the night our 
troops on the right flank recaptured 
at the point of the bayonet a village 
•which 
had 
been lost the previous 


evening. On the left flank severe 
fighting for the possession of a pass 
has been continued. Our troops scaled 
almost inaccessible rocks and held 
their ground for two days, gradually 
approaching the enemy. I have not 
yet received a report of the result .of 
the fight on the left wing. Under the 
conditions of the fighting the losses 
are necessarily considerable. I have 
ordered that the positions we now 
hold be stubbornly defended."

Victory at Port Arthur—General Stocs- 


sel's Report is Dsted 


October 7, 


St. Petersburg,

J!.—In the 


midst of the anxiety &nd suspense in- 
volved in the great fight south of Muk- 
den comes also the first word in many 
days from the defenders of Port Ar- 
thur. While General Stoessel's report 
of the condition of affairs at Port Ar- 
thur is no later than Oct. 7, it shows 
that the garrison at that time was in 
unimpaired spirits, making a heroic 
defense against a series of the most 
bjtter assaults in all the history of 
sieges. 


General Stoessel's report to the 


czar, which is dated Oct. 7, is as fol- 
lows: "The Japanese, having in- 
creased 
the 
number of their gun.-; 


against the north front, commenced 
an approach against that section of 
the fortress the night of Oct. 1, but 
were stopped by volleys. The Jap- 
anese then directed their attack on 
the extreme right flank, assailing Sig- 
nal hill, which is situated near the 
sea. and commenced an attack from 
Siakhu 
hill. Having repulsed our 


sharpshooters, the Japanese occupied 
Signal hill. At daylight Signal hill 
was shelled by Russian artillery, after 
which our companies drove off the 
Japanese and reoccupied the position.

V.'hceling, W. Va., Oct. 14. — David 


B. Hill injected a new argument into 
the Democratic campaign, a condem- 
nation of "government by injunbtion," 
and the demand for a law granting a 
jury trial to persons held in contempt 
of court for the violation of a restrain- 
ing order of a federal judge. The an- 
nouncement, which was accompanied 
by a full explanation, was greeted with 
tremendous applause. Mr. Hill recited 
the history of the use of the injunction 
in labor disputes and the difficulty oC 
finding an adequate remedy. He de- 
clared that a man had the right to 
quit work when and where he pleased. 
"The position of the Democratic party 
upon this subject is right," he con- 
cluded. 
"A Democratic national vic- 


tory will mean the enactment of tha 
measure mentioned, and 'government: 
by injunction.' as here explained, will 
no longer exist." Another point as a 
Democratic argument was also made 
by Mr. Hill, the election of United 
States senators by direct vote of the 
people. "Wheeling's reception to Henry 
G. Davis and his party ot campaigners 
made it necessary to hold two meet* 
ings. 


Secretary Taft Spoke. 


New York. Oct. 14. — Many promi- 


nent Republicans were present at the 
ratification meeting and reception ten- 
dered by the Union League club to 
Lieutenant Governor Hlggins, Repub- 
lican candidate for governor, and to 
his associates on the state ticket. Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss, president of the club 
and treasurer of the national Repub- 
lican committee, presided. Secretary 
of War Taft was the orator of tha 
occasion. He devoted a large part oC 
his address to the Philippine question. 
He made the statement that the Fili- 
pinos are not now fitted for self-gov- 
ernment, and that they are not likely 
to be Stted for a generation or more. 
Mr. Taft held the Democratic party 
responsible for two years oT the Phil- 
ippine war and also for the present 
agitation there. 


Gorman Sees Parker. 


New York, Oct. T4.—What is regard- 


ed as the most significant conference 
held during Alton B. Parker's latest. 
visit to New York was one held here 
with Senator Gorman of Maryland. It 
became known that the candidate and 
the senator are in thorough accord re- 
garding the conduct of the campaign, 
and that everything that had been, 
done is regarded by both as tending1 


toward success 
Felicitations were 


exchanged over the successful efforts 
that have been made to harmonize all 
leaders and factions in the party. The 
work of the campaign, it is now un- 
derstood, is to be pushed with undi- 
minished vigor. 


Feat of Fairbanks. 


Chicago, Oct. 14.-—Senator Charles 


W. Fairbanks returned to Chicago 
from his tour to the Pacific coast. Ha 
came in over the Rock Island road in. 
the special train in which he had 
mad" the journey. The trip began at 
Chicago on Sept. 2", and has occupied 
th« entire 20 days since, extending not 
only to tiip Pacific coast, but along it! 
from Tacoma to San Francisco. Tha 
distanr" 
fraveled was 6,396 miles.

Senator Bacon of Georgia reached 
Chicago after addressing a Democratic 
gathering at Elgin, 111. Senator Bacon 
discussed the issues of the campaign 
as he viewed them, declaring Alton B. 
Parker to be the hope of the south. 
Two speeches will be made by Senator 
Bacon in Illinois. He will leave Sun- 
day night for the east, where he will 
speak in Connecticut and New York.
